NEW YORK, May 19.—"‘Now Mrs. 
Pollarro! Get Teresa Polarro,” ordered 

John Palmieri. 

The crowd attending the trial of Jose- 
Phine Terranove for the murder of the 
aunt and uncle who, she says, bestially 
assaulted her for several years, listened 
to the lawyer with languid interest, for 
the name meant nothing to them. 

It was with a shock that the specia- 
tors Saw a gaunt woman, bent, feeble 
and seemingly very aged, come slowly 
up the aisle of the court, supported by 
a young woman. She wore black and a 
widow's veil. 

“It must be Josephine’s mother—it is 
Josephine’s mother,’ the people whis- 
pered to one another as the aged wom- 
an, who seemed at each step unable to 
go any further, vanished behind the 
jury box. The daughter supporting the 
old woman led her over to a. stiwart 
court officer, who lifted her into the 
witness chair as if she were a doll. 

No greater contrast could be imagined 
than that between this wasted ald wom- 
and and the buxom, robust daughter on 
trial for her life. The mother was the 
strongest, most convincing document the 
counsel for the defense could put in 
evidence. 

He asks the jury to acquit Josephine 


of murder on the ground that. whemghe |. 


killed her uncle and aunt she was’ ffi- 
sane as a result of their cruelties prey- 
ing upon her weak mind. The weakness 
of mind, he maintains, is the natural re- 
sult of her descent from a family of 
drunkards and epileptics. The  totter- 
ing. half dead mother, a lifelong victim 
of epilepsy, appealed even more power- 
fully to the minds of the jurors through 
the eye than through the story she told. 
Forgot Child’s Name. 


Mr. Palmieri drew from Mrs. Polarro 
that she lost five children by convulsions 
—-Pietro, Angelo, GaWBrielo, Rhoda and 
another whose name she had forgotten. 

‘The first died right away,” said the 
feeble mother. ‘The second died at 4 
months. the third at 1 year, the fourth 
at 2 months, the fifth at 5 months. They 
just twisted their eyes and died. I have 
three children living—Katie, 21 years 
ola: Josephine, 17, and Rosie, 10 years 
old.”" 

“Has Josephine ever had 
sions’’’ asked Mr. Palmieri. 

“She had had them very often,’ the 
mother wailed. ‘They last for a ‘joe 
Her eyes roll and there is foam on 
her lips and her body shakes for three 
hours. After that she can only murmur 
small words.’”’ 

Josephine’s father died four years be- 
for the child was sent to America. 

e was a man who would drink very 
much,"’ said the mother. “After he had 
drunk too much wine he would come 
home and smash furniture and dishes 
and once in a while give me a slap in 
the face.’ 

“Was he drunk or crazy then?’ 
the lawver. 

“Ile was both.’ answered the woman. 

‘He did these thgyngs every day—before 
Josephine was born and afterward.’ 

‘What was the name of your father?” 

‘Nicola. His character was not yery 
bad, except that he would drink eve 
day and get drunk.’ 

‘Did you ever have a fit?” 

““Yes,”"' replied Mrs. Polarro. ‘I have 
terrible attacks. Three days ago I had 
one, and I have been in bed ever since. 
I have had them ever since I was born 
to this day-—-sometimes three or four 
times in a month. 

The ‘Defense. 

In opening the case for the defense 
Mr. Palmieri declared that Aunt Con- 
cetta Riggio, for killing whom Jose- 
phine is now on trial, was guiltier 
than her brutal husband. 

“We want you,” said the lawyer, “to 
know the dying words of Josephine’'s 
uncle as he was struck down, for I 
say to you he was not stricken by the 


hand of this girl, but by the hand of 
God—-yes, by the hand of Almighty 
God,”’ 

The speaker told of Josephine’s de- 
scent from a family of drunkards and 
epileptics,.of her being sent from §j- 
cily to New York to live with her yun- 
cle, and of her uncle's long continued 
abuse of the child, which began in her 
twelfth year and in which he was 
aided by his wife. 

They kept her from school, made a 
drudge of+her, he said, and frightfulliy 
abused her. They tried to keep her 
from being married, but Giuseppe 
Tarranova loved the _ girl, himself

Settlements Wiped Out. 

Settlements and farm houses have 
been wiped out, timber lands destroyed 
and hundreds of persons rendered home- 
less. 

It is impossible to estimate the err 
cial loss, but, figured on the basis of Jo- 
cal conditions, it is probabie that hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
property have been destroyed. 

The loss in the immediate vicinity of 
Marquette is over $50,000, involving only 
the destruction of personal property and | 
net including the devastation of timber 
lands or damage to railroad property. 

The town of Quinesec and several 
hamlets in the /Menominee iron range 


are reported wiped out. Northwest of 
Marquette, the town of Birch. where 
the Northern Lumber Co. has fully 3600,- 
000 worth of property, was threatened 
with destruction and men were sent 


from here by special train to fight Ahe 
flames. ; 

Because of the destruction of tele- 
graph poles, wires are down in all di- 
rections and communication by that 
means is impossible. Unless rain falls 
s)0n much more havoc will be wrought as 
the woods are very dry. 

Eighteen towns and villages ranging 
in population from 20 to 3000, were com- 
pletely or partially destroyed by the 
forest fires. 

Several unidentified bodies have been 
found by rescuing parties and those fa- 
miliar with fires of this nature and with 
the situation in the woods declare that 
when the result is fully known the life 
loss will be heavy. Some of the lum- 
ber camps and homesteaders homes 
were so quickly surrounded by fire that 
their escape, was thought to be impos- 
sible. 

Three trainloads of homeless people 
have already arrived in Escanaba. Tens 
of thousands of others are believed to be 
homeless and suffering from want of 
food, clothing and other necessities. Ar- 
rangements for aid and offers of agsis- 
tance are reaching this city from lower 
Michi@n and Wisconsin, which muet 
bear a large share of fire losses, directly 
oer indirectly the result of the forest 
fires. 

The forest fires compelled the Duluth, 
South Shore & Atlantic Railroad to can- 
cel its Duluth trains last night. 

The loss by the fires is broadly esti- 
mated at $1,000,000. | 

Wausavkee Hemmed In. 


WAUSAUKEE, Marinette County, 
hemmed in by forest fires which are 
slowly creeping up to the city on the 
north and south. Millions of feet of 
lumber are burned. The lose is esti- 
mated at $100,000. 

At Cedarville, a town four miles south 
of Wausaukee, forest fires have de- 
stroyed many cars of lumber and big 
kilns filled with cedar. A fierce wind is 
blowing sparks and burning embers for 
miles. All trains are betng Held here, 
as the rails are twisted from the intense 
heat. 

The Rird & Wells Lumber Co. has auf- 
fered an enormous loss. Several of their 
camps are totally destroyed. The losses 
of the Rird, H. H. Christ, Mose Hollow 
and many other logging compenies are 
steadily growing. 

Three miles south of ‘Wansaukee an- 
other fire is raging. The flames are 
sweeping through slashing and forest. 
The flames are in some cases 3) feet 
high. The dry conditions are responsibie 
for the great loms and the fire sweeps 
everything clean. 

A score of farmers in Chocolay 
Township have been burned out, tos- 
ing everything, and to the north of 
this city numerous cottages have been 
destroyed by the fire. 

Refugees Reach Safety, 

As far as known no lives have been 
lost, although families of several 
homesteaders living in the burned 
district are missing, and it ia feared

Fines and Imprisonment the 
~ "Penalty of Rebates and 
Discriminations. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—The Hep- 
burn rate bill, as amended by the Sen- 
ate, if sustained by the United States 
Supreme Court, will cause governmental 

control of the railroads. The measure 
ig not néarly so drastic as Senators Till- 
man and La Follette sought to make it. 
It is considered a good, conservative 
step in the direction of compelling trans- 
portation companies to desist from dis- 
criminations and special favors. 

The bill empowers the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, comprising five 
members as at present, to fix a maxi- 
mum rate whenever it is alleged that a 
charge pmade by a railroad company is 
unjust or ureasonable. The commission 
may enforce its orders through the 
courts. | 

Oll pipe lines, express cOmpanties and 


sleeping car companies are made com- 


mon carriers and placed under the juris- 
diction of the cOmmission. 

No railroad may hereafter furnish free 
transportation except in excepted cases, 
A fine of from $100 to $2000 is provided 
for the improper issuance of a pass and 
the person accepting it is liable to the 
same punishment. | 

The railroads must, before May 1, 190, 
Aivorce themselves from all business 
connections and confine themselves en- 
tirely to the duties of common carriers. 
They will not be permitted to hiive a 
direct or indirect interest in any com- 
’ modity —they transport, unless it ‘is in- 
tended. fer their own use. . 

All railroads must provide switches 
and side tracks for shipments withqut 
discrimination. Provision is made _ for 
the enforcement of this regulation by 
the commission. 

All railroads must file with the Com- 
mission schedules of their charges. 
Thirty days’ notice must be given the 
commission of change in schedules. 
Any company failing to file its charges 
with the commission is prohibited from 
transacting business. 

Penalty for Rebating. — 

The granting of rebates and discrimin- 
ations ‘s forbidden and a fine of from 
$10% to $20,000 Is fixed as punishment, in 
addition to imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding two years. Both penalties 
may be imposed by, the courts. 

Any person, corporation or company: 


. demanding a rebate for the shipment of 


goods is subject to a fine of three times 


the amount received, or three times the). 


value of any concession granted. 

All orders of the commission fixing 4 
maximum rate shall take effect within

ABANDONMENT CHARGED 





He Left Her Mother's Home 
Three. Months After 
Marriage. 


Alvin Carrolton was arrested Saturday 
morning in East St. Louis after he had 
been chased several blocks by his seven- 
teen-year-old bride and a _ policeman.

Stewart and Maroney Clash 
Over Cosgrove “Immoral- | 
ity” Charge. 





FIRED FOR FALSE REPORT 


President Urges Policeman | 
Fined a Month's Pay 
to Resign. 


Points in ethics and morals, bearing on 
what Police Commissioner Maroney 
terms ‘“‘the frailties of human nature,” 
have become as issue in the police board. 
Mr. Maroney stands as the exponent of 
leni¢ncy toward such past effenses of 
policemen, while President Stewart is 
a strict constructionist of the moral law 
in such cases. 

The case of Detective Fred Cosgrove 
brought out the dissenting opinions of 
Messrs, Stewart and Maroney at Fri- 
day’s meeting, but it did not put the 
board officially on record as to the 
weight which a policeman’s “past’’ shall 
have in determining his future relation 
to the city payroll. After the two had 
rargued over the charge of immorality, 
both agreed in voting to dismiss Cos- 
grove on the charges as a whole, which 
included the charge of making a false re- 
port. 

Mr. Maroney argued that Cosgrove 
should not be found guilty of the charge 
of tmmoral conduct. President Stewart 


held that he shouid be found guilty of 
the charge. This question did not come 
to a vote, as the vote to dismiss Cos- 
grove on other charges was unanimous. 

According to the testimony of Mrs. 
Mamie Heck, corroborated by her 
sister, Mrs. Grace Neubrun, she first 
associated with Cosgrove when she was 
17 and he 15: years old. Later she mar- 
ried, and during the life of her husband 
she and Cosgrove were strangers. The 
day her husband died she met Cosgrove, 
then a policéman in uniform. Grocers, 
butchers and others with whom she had 
dealings while she and Cosgrove lived 
at various hovgstes testified that they 
were known as Ur. and Mrs. Cosgrove. 
This relationship existed until nearly 
four years ago, when the couple sepa- 
rated after a quarrel. Two years later 
Cosgrove married. 


Kept Apart While Wedded. 


During a cross-examination of Mrs. 
Heck Mr. Maroney brought out the fact 
that she had not associated with Cos- 
grove during the life of her husband 
or during his married life. 

Cosgrove admitted that he paid Mrs. 
Heck’s bills and was known as her hus- 
band. She now lives at 1413 North 
Twenty-first street. 

In calling for a vote on the charges, 
President Stewart asked Mr. Maroney 
for his views. 

‘I will vote to find the officer gunltyv 
of the second specification, in which he 
is charged with making a false report 
to Chief Desmond denying his rela- 
tionship with this woman, but I will 
vote ‘no’ on the first specification, which 
eharges him with immoral conduct.”’ 

President Stewart looked at Mr. Ma- 
roney in amazement. 

‘TI wish to explain my position in this 
matter,’’ said Mr. Maroney. “The con- 
stitution and statutes of every State in 
every civilized country are aimed at the 
frailty of human nature. If this wom- 
an was of bad reputation, I would vote 
to find the officer guilty. Or if they 
had been intimate with each other dur- 
ing their married Hfe, I would vote him 
gullty.”’ 

President Stewart’s face became red. 


Stewart Is Amazed. 


“The Chair is amazed at the expres- 
sion of such views by a member of this 
board,”’ he said. “Here is an officer 
sworn to enforce the law. He .violates 
the law. He goes intro respectable neigh- 
borhoods and pollutes the atmosphere by 
his conduct. To say that such a man 
should receive the moral backing of this 
board is preposterous.” 

“IT will go even further,’ said Mr. Ma- 
roney, seemingly undisturbed by Mr. 
Stewart's remarks, ‘‘and say that, even 
though thia man was a police officer at 
the time he committed the acts witp 
which he is charged, I would still hesi- 
tate to find him guilty of immorality.”’ 

The gh tai ey was then put to a vote 
and all the members, including Mr. Ma- 
roney, voted for Cosgrove's dismissal. 

Policeman Patrick Curran of the Dee@ 
Street Station was dismissed from the. 
force after being found guilty of intoxi- 
cation and assaulting a citizen. The 
citizen was Charles M. O’Brien, 17 years 
old, of 2918 North Newstead avenue. 

O’Brien testified that, while he was 
riding a bicycle at Lambdin and §8t. 
Louis avenues last Tuesday evening, Po- 
liceman Curran struck him with his club 
knocking him from his wheel, and then 
fired several shots in the air. 

Sergeant Quinlivan said he heard the 
shots, and that when he arrived he 
found Curran in’ an intoxicated condi- 
tion. 


Didn’t Convince Board. 


“If I nad hit that boy with a club I'd 
have killed him,’ said Curran in denying 
the charge,”’ And if I had been so crazy 
drunk as the sergeant says was, [ 
would have emptied my gun instead of 
firing only a few shots.”’ 

Other policemen testified that Curran 
was drunk, and the board voted unani- 
mously to dismiss him from the force. 

Policeman Dan O’Connor of the Man- 
chester avenue station will have to for- 
feit a-month’'s salary for pouring out a 
drink which he did not get a chance to 
taste. Sergeant Costello walked into a 
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saloon at Compton and Laclede in time 
to see_O’Connor pouring the drink. The

THE CORRUPT PASS SYSTEM. 
‘The contrast between the emphatic commendation 
of the no-pass rule adopted by the railroads, from 
Chairman Niedringhaus of the Republican State 
Committee, and the whining protest of Chairman 
' Evans of the Democratic State Committee, is start- 
ling, and should suggest to the Missouri Democ- 
racy that its organization still needs regeneration. 

It is gratifying to note that Gov. Folk has no 
doubt of the impropriety of the railroads supply- 
ing free passes to delegates, and of the wisdom and 
propriety of cutting off all such favors. He de- 
nounces the practice as an offense as great morally 
as the offense of giving passes to State officials, 
which is prohibited by statute. He emphasizes the 
moral obligation of the delegate to a political con- 
vention. As a citizen charged with the duty of ex- 
pressing the will of the people in party action, his 
responsibility to the public is scarcely less than that 
of a public officer. The dirty work of corrupt ele- 
ments is done in the party conventions. 

In view of the Governor’s{ utterances, Chairman 
Evans should see a light. Me should realize the in- 
congruity of a pitiful plea for railroad favors and for 
a continuation of the alliance between the railroads 
and the party organizations on the part of the head 
of a great party which professes to be the reform 
party of the State, and whose reform Governor has 
denounced railroad influence in politics, declaring 
that he will drive the lobbyists out of Jefferson City, 
and has warned legislators that they must accept 
no more passes from the railroads. If Chairman 
Evans cannot see that he has rendered himself inel- 
igible for party leadership, the members of the party 
should convince him of that fact in the shortest pos- 
sibletime. _ 

Not less discreditable than Chairman Evans’ pro- 
test is its approval by Judge Samuel ‘Davis, who is 
a candidate for the Supreme bench before the Demo- 
cratic judiciary convention. Judge Davis admits 
that it would be bribery for a candidate to supply 
passes to delegates, but can see no harm in the giving 
of passes to the delegates by the railroads. His 
view indicates an incapacity to discern moral dis- 
_ tinetions which disqualifies him for the Supreme 

bench. 

If giving $1,000,000 worth of transportation a 
year to politicians, delegates and legislators, which 
is the estimate of a well-informed railroad man as 
to the value of political free transportation, is not 
wholesale bribery in effect, we do not know what 
ought to be designated as bribery. The railroads are 
not philanthropists in politics. Why should they 
have appropriated so vast a sum, amounting to 4 
per cent on $25,000,000, for politicians and officials, 
if they did not expect compensating returns in polit- 
ical and legislative action? In one year the value 
of the free passes given to legislators in this State 
amounted to $131,000. Was this costly gift pure 
philanthropy’? To intelligent men the question is 
not open to argument. 

But the appalling statement of the extent of rail- 
road bribery through the pass system and the amaz- 
ing attitude of a few Democratic leaders have made 
it necessary to emphasize its character as bribery 
and to show the Democracy the necessity of repudi-

The: State’s Attorney's office asserts that these 
figures are greatly exaggerated. The Coroner, after 
examining his records, found “only 57 murders in 120 
days.” After he had published the showing of the 
records for the vindication of the city, Chicago pa- 
pers pointed out that with “practically one murder 
every other day,” the need for improvement was, to 
say the least, obtrusive, regardless of Lawyer Cle- 
pland’s possible exaggerations. 

This spirit of violent lawlessness operates from 
the bottom of society. Men of different degrees 
of intelligence are affected in different ways by the 
same spirit, each after his own fashion. 

The most important question of life in Chicago 
and elsewhere is clearly presented by such a record. 
It is whether the general spirit which controls or 
tends to control the community comes from the bot- 
tom or from the top and whether at the top it is 
actually a spirit of regard for law. 

“Where the rights of all are regarded by each, 
there is peace.”

THE DEVELOPMENT OF MODERN EUROPE. 


Under the title of “The Development of the European Nations,” J. Hol- 
land Rose of Christ’s College, Cambridge, has written a clear and instructive 
history of the progress of Europe between the years 1870 and 1900. It is 
chiefly a history of statesmanship and military action, the social and in- 
dustrial growth being only incidentally noticed. During the brief period 
covered many great changes and numerous stirring events have taken place. 
The chapters devoted to the Afghan and Turkoman campaigns, Gordon and 
the Sudan and the partition of Africa are as interesting as a well written 
romance. The author’s scholarship and breadth of view are apparent, and 
he sets forth the great qualities of his characters in inspiring phrases. 
We become well acquainted with such men as Skobeleff, Chinese Gordon, Lord 
Roberts of Candahar and other men who were conspicuous for courage and 
leadership. f 

The work is unique, perhaps, for its insight into the modern colonizing 
activity of Europe, both in Asia and Africa. The author could find little 
to chronicle in the home life of the nations themselves, Which he describes 
as “almost barren of great formative movements such as had ennobled the 
previous decades.”” The Europe of the last 15 years of the nineteenth 
century he describes as an “over-governed, over-drilled continent welter- 
ing in its riches and its discontent, its militarism and moral weakness,” 
and he sees the best hope of progress in “events farther afield which carried 
on the State-buijding process to lands as yet chaotic or ill-organized,.” 

So the history of this period, as here surveyed, leads us to a view of 
what may be called the Greater Europe, with its vast new or Oversea pos- 
sessions, represented by colonies in Africa which completely dwarf the 
mother countries. “It is manifest that the partition of Africa is the greatest 
event in statesmanship and national growth that the world has ever seen. 
Mr. Rose so treats it, and his chapters showing how it has come about and 
its probable results are illuminating and full of interest. (New York:\ G.

MELVIN SHEPPARD 
HAS NEW EVIDENCE 


Great Athlete Believes He Has 
Discovered Identity of 
Ringer “Smith.” 


BOSTON, May 19.--Largely throug 
the efforts of William L. Jones, 4 Ppa- 
tron of track athletic sports, the case 
of Melvin Sheppard, the wonderful mile 
runner of the Irish-American A. C., 
will shortly be reopened, and he will be 


cleared of the charges of professional- 
ism, 

it was learned yesterday that the 
right name or the runner who competed 
aS “Alvin Smith'’ at Maspeth Park, L. 
1., in June, 1904, had been terreted out 
through the agency of a detective bu- 
reau, and that the so-called Smith will 
shortly appear: on the stand to heip 
Sheppard out. 

Sheppard had been tried by the Reg- 
istration Committee of the Metropolitan 
Association of the A. A. U., on charges 
of professionalism preferred. by Robert 
Hallien. The latter asserted that he had 
seen Sheppard compete in a set of pro- 
fessional games at Maspeth under the 
name of “Alvin Smith,’’ and had won 
the mile race. | 

The Registration Committee spent sev- 
eral weeks on the case, delaying the 
matter in such a way that Sheppard 
would not be taken to Greece to com- 
pete in the Olympic games, aithough he 
was reputed to be the best amateur mile 
rulliner in this country. Witiinately, yoann 
P. Boyle, chairman of the committee, 
announced a Scotch verdict, which 
neither cleared Sheppard nor held him 
gullty, but allowed him to compete as 
an amateur. Much feeling was stirred 
uP over the matter in local athletic cir- 
cles, and the committee wag generally 
condemned for not giving the runner a 
clean bill on such poor evidence. 

Then William L. Jones, a paper mer- 
chant of 176 Grand street, became in- 
terested in the case. He is not connect- 
ed with any athletic club, and merely 
aided Sheppard because he is a follower 
of track athletics. Jones had previously 
assisted William G. Frank, another 
Irish athlete, by enabling him to ac- 
company the American Olympic team to 
Greece. This brought him into contact 
with a number of members of the Irish- 
American A. C. and they invited him 
to attend the Sheppard trial. | 

The decision rendered by the Regis- 
tration Committee displeased Jones as 
well as the others, and he determined to 
see full justice done. He employed a 
detective to find the man who had run 
under the name of Alvin Smith, and a 
few weeks’ search proved successful. 
The supposed Smith was surprised to 
learn of Sheppard's difficulty and prom- 
ised to assist in whatever way he could, 
merely asking that his name be kept 
secret, as it might injure him in his 
business if the matter leaked out now.

I am in receipt of a letter from an 
ex-officer of the British Army in which 
he takes exception to my contention 
that Englishmen are athletfeally inferior 
to Americans. He points out that Eng- 
lishmen do not endeavor to particularly 
excel in the public performance of ath- 
letic sports but practice them as a 
leasure or as natural accessories to 
ealth and well being. In. other words, 
the gentleman holds that Britons pursue 
manly and outdoor sports pastimes, 
whereas Americans follow them with 
one idea in view—excellence of perform- 
ance in public. 
I quite agree with this English gen- 
tleman. Thinking it over, 1 have come 
to the conclusion that we are athietes 
while the British are mere seekers after 
pleasures. 
‘For the very word athlete means ex- 
cellence, championship or surpassing 
rformance. Webster holds that the 
tin word athleticus means one who 
contends for a prize, one trained in ex- 
ercises requiring thar FF togtersne strength 
and agility, one fitted for great contests 
of any kind, even intellectual, 
Thus we may take it that athletic 
means not the mere practice of or par- 
ticipation in manly sports but the 
achievement of superlative excellence in 


them. 

My English correspondent holds, and 1 
agree with him, that Britons do not 
seek perfection of public performance 
as much as private pleasure when they 
practice manly sports. And I am quite 
willing to admit that Americans do 
practice athletic sport chiefly to public- 
ly excel in their demonstration. 

Now we can square away. We seek 
excellence of performance at all costs, 
The Briton seeks self-satisfactionu, a 
does not try to excel in performance, 
Therefore, according to Webster, 
Americans are athletes, while the Brft- 
ish are mere dilletantes who seek pleas- 
ure, 

I quite willingly admit the contention 
of my honorable correspondent. But, as 
he can see, he must not. take exception 
to my statement, which was that the 
English are not the athletes Americarts 
are. On the meahing of the word, as 
et forth by Webster, I stand or fall.

Mrs. Mary Le Engle, known to almost 
everybody in East St. Louis as the 
“Queen of tne isiand,” a title acquired 
through variéus encounters with resi- 
dents of the southern part of that city, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter Satur- 
day that her former husband was in 
error in charging her with making use 
of a stone and a pair of brass “‘knucks” 
in their encounter, in which he “took tne 


count.’’ 

“[ never used weapons in fighting 
with my husband,’ said the ‘‘queen’ 
indignantly. “I can lick him any day 
with my bare fists. I have done it lots 
of times, and I am not going to begin 
using ‘knucks’ now. No, sir, I had 
nothing but two pieces of bread and 
my two bare fists, and I guess that was 
plenty for him.’’ 

The “queen” tives at 522 West Mis- 
souri avenue. Neighbors called Satur- 
day to congratulate her on the manner 
in which she knocked out her former 
husband, Peter Le Engle, in less than 
one round, and was in consequence ar- 
rested. 

“I don’t think,’ she told them, ‘‘that 
the bread I hit him with "was harder 
than any other bread. It's my knuckles 
that’s hard. They are as hard as rocks, 
and I don’t need any brass ones when 
I have a scrap.’’ 

“But why did you attack your hus- 
band when he only came to see his 
children?’ asked a neighbor. “Didn't 
the Judge say when he divorced you 
from him that he was to be permitted 
to see the children whenever he 
wished? 

“That's what the Judge said, but he 
don’t Know Peter like I do. Peter 
don't care nothin’ for them children, 
and he don’t want to see them. He 
just comes around to pester me, and 
I'm not going to be pestered by him.” 

Bat for Boarder’s Head. 

Mrs, Le Engle is also accused of atc 
tacking F. B. Wagoner, one of her 
boarders, and putting dim out of com- 
mission with a well-directed swing on 
the heaa. She does not deny the 
charge. 

“IT always keep a baseball bat be- 
hind my door, she said, when asked 
about the battering of Wagoner. “it 
is there now, and Wagoner knows I 
can use it. If he doubts it and wants 
to come back to pick another quarrel 
with me, I will show him again.”’ 

Wagoner is said to have proposed 
moving away from Mrs. Le Engle’s 
boarding house and leaving East St. 
Louis. When he told Mrs. Le Engle> 
about his plans, she is said to have 
told him that Bast St. Louis was good 
enough for anybody. When he per- 
sisted in his determination to leave, 
she is said to have remonstrated gent- 
ly with the bat. She will appear be- 
fore Justice Boyne in this case. 

Mrs. Le Engle says she is 33 years 
old and has never been “licked by 
any one, though she has taken part in 

a large ‘number of battles.

WORLD’S FAIR SUED. 


Exposition Company Said to 


ave Broken Terms of Lease. 


bao tah 9 R. 8. Buchanan, Mary I. 
Maffitt, C. Maffitt, Anna RB. Skinker 
and Ida +4 Pollard filed suit Saturday 
tn the Circuit Court against the Loul- 
siana Purchase Exposition Co. and the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co. asking 
for $12,900 for alleged feilure to car- 
ry out the terms of a World's Fair 
lease. Their petition states that on

An- 
other provision of the lease provided 
for a forfeit of $66 a day for time 
elapsing between the termination of 
the lease and the clearing of the land, 
and the plaintiffs ask for payment for 
150 days. The Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co. is included in the suit be- 
cause it is on the lease bond of the 
World's Fair for $60,000.

Action by Railroads. 





REQUESTS ARE PERSONAL 


Clerks Formerly Asked for 
‘Transportation, but Sys- 
tem Was Changed. 


Will the railroads ‘apply the new anti- 


pass order to city officials and members 
of the Municipal Assembly? 

In view of the decision of the railroads 
not. to issue free transportation to the 
political convention in Missouri this year. 
the above question is deing discussed 
on considerable concern at the City 


That the railroads have been gener- 
ous to 8t. Louis’ municipal employes, 
particularly heads of departments and 
assemblymén who desired free railroad 
tickets for themselves, their families 
and their friends, is a matter of general 
knowledge in political circles. 

Thomas J, Leonard, assistant clerk of 
the House of Delegates, admitted to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the rail- 
roads had oxtanhea courtesies to the 
delegates and officials of the House. 


Must Make Personal Request. 
“If a member wants ea pass from the 
railroad he must request it himself,” 
said Mr. Leonard. -It was-formerly the 


custom for the. clerk to request such 
favors. 

“About two years ago the railroads 
notified the Clerkof the House and Sec- 
retary of the Council that these requests 
would have to come.personally from the 
assemblymen themselves. So far as I 
iy gna that rule has been lived up 
Q 

Sev retary Mochler of the Council said: 

“Since 1 have been Secretary of the 
Council I probably have not requested 
transportation for the members a dozen 
times:. I am .sure that-.two-thirds of the 
present Council would not ride on a rail- 
roud pass. Once in awhile we get a 
half-rate ticket for a constituent, but 
that is about the extent of our demands 
for favors from the railroads.’’ 

H. C. Townsend. general passengez 
agent of the Missouri Pacific and St. 
Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Rail- 
way )systems, said: . 

“IT /don’t know whether members of 
the House of Delegates or other city.of- 
ficials are getting passes from the Mis- 
souri Pacific Raltircad. 

“Some years ago a vice-president of 
the company came here from New York 
and I had quite:a talk with him about 
these things. In the course of the con- 
versation he said: “Townsend, you seil 
the tickets and I’ ul attend to the issu- 
ance-of the passes.’ The suggestion has 
been followed.”’ 


Action Is Not General. 


At the office of the general manager 
of the Missouri Pacific it was stated 
that no action had been taken by the 
railroads with reference'to the pass 
question save in so far as it applied to 
political conventions. 

A member of the House of  Dele- 
gates, who would not allow his name 
to be used, said: 

“I heard recently that the railroads 
intend to cut off our free transporta- 
tion. Some say it is. because. the 
boards of directors of the various 
railroad corporations are anxious to 
Suspend the free list entirely. 

“Others declare that the order will 
apply only to the House of Delegates, 
as we haven't acted promptly enough 
on certain measures affecting the 
railroads. 

“For instance, I understand the 
Frisco is sore because we haven't 
passed that Terminal bil] of theirs, 
und the Missouri Paeific is trying to

The child, Margaret. aged 12, 
was made seriously ill, and Prof. W. J 
Haines of Rush Medical College re- 
ported to the police that a chemical 
analysis proved that the candy, which 
was sent in a suit case, contained suf- 
ficient arsenic to cause death. 

Sangster was arrested in Lawrence, 
Kan., before the indictment was found. 
He waived all rights to defense in Kan- 
sas and returned to Chicago without 
requisition papers. He declined to dis- 
cuss the case, making no statements 
as to his guilt or innocence. 

Glad Husband Arrested. 

The Sangsters were married in New- 
ton, Kan., in 188. They lived in Bloom- 
ington, ill., until last summer. Then 
Mrs. Sangster and her daughter went 
to Chicago, taking a small apartment in 
Hyde Park. Sangster is said to have 
semt money regularly and to have writ- 
ten to his wife oc casionally. When 
Sangster was arrested his wife said: “I 
am glad, I can now live and not be in 
constant fear of my life.’ 

A peculiar phase of the wife’s suit for 
alienation was te declaration of Mrs. 
Hatch, the defendant, that she never 
heard of the Sangsters, and positively 
did not know the man whose love she is 
accused of winning.
